IO.— It was an­ 
nounced here that income tax returns 
to be made on earnings of the calen­ 
dar year 1924 will be made 
public 
some time after March 15, just as 
.yore the 1923 returns late iii October. 
The treasury will compile the fig­ 
ures, open them to inspection, as was 
done recently, and those newspapers 
which care to do so will publish the 
amount of taxes paid to the local col­ 
lectors. 
This becam e a practical certainty 
when house leaders, after consulta

that 
no 
repeal 
legislation 
would be brought forward at this ses­ 
sion, pius the fact that nobody ex­ 
pects the supreme court to act In the 
publicity cases for many months to 
come.

section of the 1921 revenue act will 
.eriously endanger the passage of im 
portant appropriation bills and may 
.orce an extra session of congress. 
t he president, it is understood, wants 
nothing to interfere with the enact­

agrees with

.hat it defeats its purpose, he does 
not feel strongly enough on the ques- 
ion to insist upon immediate action 
Warning again is being sounded by 
* Horal officials that the public indebt- 
laoss is increasing, notwithstanding 
be gradual reduction of the national 
itbt. 
This increase, It is pointed out, is 
.ue entirely to the enormous obliga- 
ions issued by states, counties and 
I lunicipalities, ail tax-free securities 
iud all laying a heavy burden upon 
Lae people of the country.

Would Bring About Unification of th© 
Nation's Railroads. 
Washington, 
Dec. 
IO.— Chairman 
Winslow of the house com m erce com­ 
m ittee introduced a railroad consoli­ 
dation bill, which would declare it 
t the policy of congress to authorize 
and bring about the unification of the 
country's railroads into a number of 
strong and efficient system s. 
T hese 
would, so far as practicable, maintain 
existing routes and preserve competi­ 
tion. 
The properties of the carriers 
in each system would ultimately be 
managed and operated and owned or 
controlled by a single corporation. 
Chairman W inslow said the bill Is 
based solely upon the policy of ali­ 
t e r ized voluntary consolidation. 
Under the bill’s provisions, if at tho 
end of five years unification had not 
been 
effected, 
the 
interstate 
com­ 
merce com m ission 
would report to 
congress Its 
suggestions 
for com­ 
pulsory consolidation. Upon the filing 
of a petition 
or voluntary consolida­ 
te harles 
tjon the commission would give no­ 
tice to the governnor of each state 
in which any part of the lines of the 
carriers are located and hold public 
hearings, 
lf the commission found

served by the p r o p o s e plan and the 
policy of congress promoted, the bill 
would authorize the commission to is­ 
sue and order those plans on such 
terms and conditions as it m ight im­ 
pose.
